VICTIM OF HIS SUCCESS? 


England's Serious Problem of the Sheer 
Daredeviltry of the Prince 
of Wales. 


HA''S wrong with the Prince of Wales? 
W Correspondents of the big New York 
papers are asking this question. 

Since the Prince of Wales seems to be demon 
strating that he would infinitely rather imperil 
nis irreplaceable neck at a five-barred gate than 


imperil his happiness at the altar of Westminster 
Abbey, the gossips are curious. 


“To-day, at any 
rate,” writes one 
distinguished news- 


paperman, “the once 
adored Prince of 
Wales is the constant 
worey of his parents 
and the disappoint- 
ment of the English 
people. 

“It 1s a sad dis- 
{llusion for them, 
they who thought 
they had found ac 
last a real English 
champion of the 
royal idea, You have 
only to study the 
London newspapers, 


Prince of Wales 
comparing them with those of a year ago, to note 
the decline in popular esteem of the Prince of 
Wales and the forced rise of his less attractive 
brother, the Duke of York, in his stead, 


“A prince can take too many chances,” says 


another. “What, then, the Prince of Wales seems 
to be doing may be described as a kind of 
fraternal, if temporary, abdication. To the staid 
and silent Duke of York, obviously the son of his 
nother, the prince delegates the more domestic 
of his responsibilities, from which it follows, of 
course, that as heir-presumptive, the Duke of 
York has leapt at one bound tnto a position of 
unexpected prominence. Unless and until the 
prince marries, it is on him that the succession 
depends, and his wedding has thus been far more 
to England than any previous marriage of a 
king's younger son,” 

“The engagements that the prince has made 
for six months,” says Ferdinand Tuohy, in the 
New York World, “are broken regularly, and, for 
months, the Duke of York has had to fill the 
gap. You will hear many strange tales of the 
prince and the duke. How the former told tlie 
latter recently, ‘Carry on—marry Betty (Lady 
Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon). I never will. And what 
is more, learn to be King of England. I never 
will be.” This was reflected in a leader of the 
Times welcoming the engagement of the duke, on 
which occasion the delicate health of the Prince 
of Wales was referred to. The Times is ever 
tactful. Perhaps the writer of that article knew 
that the delicacy of the Prince of Wales concern- 
ed his heart rather than his physique. 

“Real friends have told him: ‘You're so ligh. 
You are a jockey, Stick to racing, but don’t do 
this cross-country stuff.’ But the prince, deter- 
mined to emulate his heavier and excellent horse- 
man friend, ‘Burgby’ (Lord Burghersh), declines 
to listen. Six falls in the field in a week. The 
British public whispers: ‘Is he trying to break 
his neck?’ 

“What is behind {t all? Is this young man, 
who seemed destined to be the idol of his coun- 
trymen, just a lighthead? No. Those who men- 
tion the Prince of Wales over the teacups in Lon- 
don’s select drawing-rooms do not think of him 
as a lighthead. But for quite a time now, 
they have been asking each other discreetly if 
the prince may not be the victim of an unfertun- 
ate affair of the heart. 

“The Duke of York has lived hitherto with his 
parents. The prince has traveled, perhaps too 
much, Never resting, the restless instinct has 
been overdeveloped. For years at a time he has 
wandered homeless, doing his bit, He is so utter- 
ly popular that, in public esteem, there are now 
no new worlds for him to conquer. He has al- 
ready exhausted all the first thrills of kingship. 
He has passed beyond the illusions, He has 
more money as @ young man than he will ever 
have as a monarch, He has more time at his 
disposal and a wider chance of friends and 
pleasures, The prince is thus a victim of his 
own success. He has all the self-determination 
as well as all the tact of his race, and, on some 
mnatters, horses, for instance, and matrimony, he 
intends to have hiv own way 

“What the end of it will be is the speculation 
to-day of exclusive London, in which circles the 
question is being asked if the prince really wants 
to ascend the throne, and if he would not per- 
haps go to some extreme length to disqualify him- 
self, 


COAL-MINE MAGNATE 
ONCE PLAIN OFFICE-BOY 


Lorp JOICEY, who celebrated recently the 

“diamond jubilee” of his entrance as office- 
boy into the firm which he still controls, prob- 
ably owns more coal mines than any other in- 
dividual in the British Isles.

Fourth, that the guarantees of 
payment are apparently to be left under German 
control. As matters stand any one of the four 
would make the scheme impossible from the 
French standpoint, and valueless from the point 
of view of the allies generally. Germany is not 
proposing to pay; it is only proposing to talk 
some more. Whatever one may think about the | 
wisdom of occupying the Ruhr, thore is no ap. 
parent advantage in more palaver. 


WHOSE RAILWAY IS IT? 

Who is running the Canadian National rail- 
way, anyway? It has turned out that the direc. 
tors of that enterprise have bought two million 
dollars worth of property in Paris without leave 
or license of parliament. The money has not 
been paid over, but a guarantee for the amount 
has been given to the Bank of Toronto, which 
has turned over the cash to a New York syndi- 
cate. It may be that the property is worth the 
money, and that the National system needs of- 
fices in Paris which cannot be got for less. That 
is not to the point: If the board of directors can 
buy property where they please at any price they 
please, the control of this gigantic undertaking 
is not where it should be—in the hands of the 
representatives of the owners. If parliament has 
not the final say as to whether the capital liability 
of the system shall be increased for such pur- 
poses as this the tax-payers may well wonder 
what measure of control they have over their 
railway property. If a two million dollar pur- 
chase can be made in Paris without consent of 
parliament, why not similar purchases in any 
other part of the world and at whatever figure 
the directors may see fit to pay?

If the Turk, who played traitor to his friends 
and struck for the downfall of western civiliza- 
tion, is entitled to free loans from allied govern- 
ments, there is no apparent reason why these 
should call upon their distressed allies to pay 
interest on ‘the advances made to them. And it 
is somewhat doubtful whether that demand will 
bé complied with. Free money for the Turk 
would set a precedent for the cancellation of in- 
terest obligations all round: a precedent that is 
quite likely to be made use of by countries which 
have not as yet paid anything either of principal 
or interest toward the liquidation of reparations 
claims and war loans.
